Beats of Heart Are Filmed 


FRENCH DOCTOR SEES GREAT GAIN 


And Broadcast Over Radio 


SUIT OF TAXPAYER 
ALLEGES CHILDREN

Paris, August 3.—Heart beats are |, 


being filmed and broadcast by radie 
by Dr. Rene Lutembacher, who -has 
explained his method in a communi- 
cation to the Academy of Medicine. 
Dr. Lutembacher announces that he 
already has accomplished the follow- 
ing achievements: 

1—Compelling the heart of a dead 
rabbit to pulsate in exactly the same 
manner in which it functioned when 
alive, with the irregularities caused 
by the malady to which the rabbit 
succumbed. 

2—Treating the dead but. active 
heart with appropriate drugs and 
obtaining a film or succession of films 
of the resultant effects. 

3o—Sending out by radio over a dis- 
tance of 500 miles films of the heart 
beats and lung movements of one of 
his patients, 

“My objective,” said Dr. Lutem- 
bacher, “is primarily to spread up- 
to-date knowledge of diagnosis and 
treatment of heart troubles. I have 
taken films of human hearts, record- 
ing the beats of living pergons, but for 
the present at least my experiments 
are limited to the hearts of dead ani- 
mals. These furnish all the informa- 


tion necessary. Moreover, I deal only 
with the hearts of animals which 


have been diseased. A _ study of 
healthy, normal heart action would be 
useless. 

The chief value of the method, Dr. 
Lutembacher pointed out, is that it 
can provide a graphic table of heart 
beats when the organ is suffering 
from any one of the various lesions 
which accompany heart trouble. Prac- 
titioners could observe the tables and 
apply the knowledge so gained to the 
diagnosis of their patients, he said. 
A second series of films, taken during 
and after treatment, would be of use 
in determining the medicine to be pre- 
scribed a the amounts of it to be 
used. Above all, Dr. Lutembacher 
said, his tables would limit error in 
diagnosis and treatment. 

In studying human hearts, Dr. 
Lutembacher asks his patients to 
steep both hands in salt water 
through which an electric current is 
passed. The heart pulsations are re- 
corded by the current acting on a ro- 
tary needle, which traces the graphic 
representation of the pulsations on a 
film. With practice, Dr. Lutembach- 
er said, a physician can read the film 


and determine immediately what ail- 
ment is affecting the heart and what 
remedy to apply.

GUNNING MURDER 
BY CHEMIST SEEN 
AS CAUSE OF FIRE 


At First Believed Victim 
of Own Research, Ger- 
man Is Hunted in Cali- 
fornia as Murderer. 


Martinez, Cal., August 3.—A_ sin- 
ister. murder plot, conceived. with the 
eunning of an abnormal mind, is held 
responsible for the explosion which 
wrecked the laboratory of Charles 
Henry Schwartz and left a blackened 
body in its ruins. 

At first believed the victim of his 
own research, Schwartz now is being 
hunted as a murderer. ‘The motive 
for crime is seen in his insurance 
policies of $190,000, and in the fact 
that his two beneficiaries came for- 
ward with ready identification of the 
body. 

But Mrs. Schwartz, asking a 
widow's right to bury her dead, and 
H. R. Kleinjung, president of the Cel- 
company which retained 
Schwartz, are the only ones who say 
positively that the dead man is the 
chemist. 

Sees Elaborate Hoax. 

A. B. Tinning, district attorney for 
Contra Costa county, is positive that 
an unidentified man was murdered 
and left in the laboratory as part of 
an elaborate hoax... 

“We are looking for Schwartz. to 
charge hin: with murder,” Tinning 
said late Monday. “We believe that 


this is the quickest and surest way of 
proving that the body found was not 
his 


Tinning’s belief that Schwartz is 
still alive is supported by a quantity 
of evidence. 

The shape of the head of the victim 
was unlike that of Schwartz. The

Dr. Neal explained that the petition 
that he will file here, while designed 
as a step toward getting the anti- 
evolution statute tested before the 
United States supreme court, has only 
an indirect bearing on the Scopes 
case, The Scopes case, the attorney 
said, will be contested simultaneously, 
through appeal to the state supreme 
court, with the United States supreme 
court ag the ultimate goal of the de- 
fense attorneys in+both actions. . 

The petitioner in the federal court 
at Chattanooga Robert Wilson, 
‘who, as a taxpayer, prays for a court 
rder to restrain enforcement of the 
anti-evolution law, on the grounds 
that, under it, his children are de- 
prived of the privilege of being taught 
“the truth” in the public schools of 
the state. 

A similar petition from Wilson was 
presented to and denied by Federal. 
Judge Gore, at Cookeville, Tenn., ser- 
eral days before Scopes went to trial 
at Dayton. 

Dr. Neal said that, under a federal 
statute, where application is made to 
a federal court to enjoin enforcement 


of a state law, the hearing must be 
held before three federal juages, at 
least one of whom must be a member 
of the United States circuit court of 
appeals. The district judge at -Chat- 
tanooga is Judge Xen Hicks. 

Dr. Neal said that, in presenting 
Wilson’s petition, he and his associate 
attorneys relled chiefly ‘on the four- 
teenth amendment to the constitution 
of the United States. In their appeal 
in the Scopes case, Dr. Neal added, 
they will limit their arguments before 
the state supreme court to an attack 
on the constitutionality of the act, and 
will not stress other features of the 
trial ac Deyton, which, according to 
Dr. Neal, would entitle Scopes to a 
new trial, even if the anti-evolution 
inws should be valid. In this connec- 
-tion, he mentioned the repeated ob- 
jection by Clarerce Darrow ito the 
opening of the Dayton sessions with 
prayer and the refusal of Judge Raul- 
ston.to permit the jury to hear the ex- 


CORPS OF MARINES 
LEAVE NICARAGUA 
AFTER LONG STAY 


Small Force, Garrisoned 
There Since 1912, En- 
trains for Port and Then 
Ship Home. 


Managua, Nicaragna, August 3.— 
(?)—Headed by a marine band with 
their colors flying, the United States 
marine detachment, garrisoned here 
since 1912, when they arrived to! 
maintain order in the worst revolu- 
tion in Nicaragua’s history, marched 
today to the station and entrained 
for Corinto, where they are to em- 
bark on the transport Henderson for 
home. 

At the last moment, four marines, 
who had married Nicaraguan girls, 
deserted. A local newspaper comments 
that love for Nicaragua‘s girls seems 
to be greater than love of country. 

The Managua papers generally say 
that the marines go as friends. ‘They 
have been here at our request, and 
they have never committed any acts 
against Nicaraguan independence or 
sovereignty,” is one comment. 

Major Calvin Brooks Carter form- 
erly an officer of the Phillipine con- 


ican governor of the province of Cot- 
tobato, in the squthern Phillipines, is 
head of the Nicaraguan constabulary 
and with the departure of the marines 
is responsible for maintenance of or- 
der. His men will occupy the Cam- 
po De Marte, the stronghold which 
the marines have vacated. This former- 
ly was the residence of the dictator. 
Jose Santos Zelaya, whose rule was 
ended by the revolution in which the 
marines first intervened.

Owing to 
the fact that they do not hold licenses 
with the New York commission they 
cannot be suspended technically, but 
the ban which will be placed against 
them will operate the same as a sus- 
pension. 

It was further learned that Wills 
and Gene Tunney, American light- 


heavyweight champion, will be match- 
for a fight, the winner to be de- 
clared the “world’s heavyweight cham- 
pion,” until such a time as Dempsey, 
personally appears before the commi 
sion and posts a bond and signs arti- 
cles of agreement for a match wth 
Wills. While the commission would 
like to take more definite drastic ac- 
tion against both Walker and Demp. 
sey, it realizes that it can not strip 
the title from either fighter and to 
bring both to terms it will declare the 
titles open until the real champions 
are ready to defend their champion- 
ships. '

O00, or 2T per cent, with the same 
month a year ago. For the seven 
months, sates were $135.315,000, a 
eain of $16,081,000, or 14 per cent. 
These figures bear out the reports 
received here today from the west that 
general trade picking up, with 
signs of still more improvement, in 
the immediate future. From many 
different parts of the west and south, 
it was reported today that farmers 
were buying more goods and_ that 
merchants were planning to increase 
the size of their orders. 

Outlook Is Satisfactory. 

The outlook for the remainder of 
1925 is for very sattsfactory money 
conditions and for a large volume of 
general trade. the Harvard Economy 
Service stated today. However, it 
was added that hand-to-mouth buying 
is not likely to disappear.

duction in Atlanta’s water rate were 
given a sethack in city council Mon- 
day when, after an attempt to pass the 
measure failed, it was referred to the 
finance committee of council for fur- 
ther consideration. 

The bill, while leaving the minimam 
rate unchanged, actually would provide 
about a 25 per cent slash by giving 
an additional S00 cubie feet of water 
for the same amount. The measure. 
proposed by the water committee of 


council, would have made the minimum 


monthly rate $1.25 for 800 cubic feet 
within the city, and $2.50 for same 
amount outside the limits. With dis- 
counts of 24 and 50 cents, respect- 
ively, for payment within 10 days, the 
rate would have remained the same as 
at present. 

However, instead of S00 cubic feet 
Atlantans now received 500 cubie feet 
for the minimum rate. The reduction 
would. come in excess charges if the 
bill is put into effect. As proposed, 
it would become effective September 1. 

Conneilmen C. D. Knight and W. C. 
Jenkins spoke for the measure. Mr. 
Knight urged immediate requetion in 
the rate, and both stated that they 
understood, when the rate was In- 
creased last year to provide necessary 
funds for operation of schools, that it 
was to have been reduced January 1 
F this year. Mr. Knight contended 
proposed new rate would 
mean reduction of only approxt- 
mately $200,000 in revenues, or a 
eut of about $52,000 for. the schdol 
department. Alderman C. M. Ford 
also favored the cut. 

Lead Opposition. 

Aldermen W. B. Hartsfield and J. 
Allen’ Couch Jed opposition to the

Favors Lower Rate. 

“T am heartily in favor of a lower 
water rate,” he said, “but am opposed 
to it if it means crippling of the 
school department. The schools could 
not operate with a reduced water 
rate, as it would mean that we could 
not provide thespromised $150,000 for 
pay rolls, could not build Hoke Smith 
school and would fall short of the 
amount placed in the school depart- 
ment’s original appropriation. The 
measure simply provides political ma- 
terial for some candidates at the ex- 
pense of the school department.” 

Councilmen 'T. L. Slappey and Har- 
rv York also opposed reduction of the 
water rate at this time. 

A motion to refer to the finance 
committee was defeated, 17 to 10, but 
after Councilman Horace Russell of- 
fered an amendment which would 
make the new rate effective December 
1, it was voted unanimously to send 
the paper to that committee. If the 
measure ultimately is adopted, the 
new rate probably would not be put 
into effect betore December.

Norfolk, Va., August 3.—(4)— 
William H. Long, 15-year-old son of 
Maurice G. Long, of this city, was 
drowned and Lieutenant William D;
